from an outside. 


iThe $28,000 is what the business 


men of Goldfield pay their employes 
each day, or at a rate of $10,000,000 a 
year, including Su'ndays — as many of 
the wage earners work on the Sab- 
bath in Goldfield. 


Stop and think 
a 
minute 
what 


these figures mean. Here is a little 
desert spot, tucked away miles and 
miles from any center of population, 
where there is nothing to attract ex- 
cepting the yellow stuff dug out of 
the ground. People traveling to Gold- 
field wonder if they are going to get 
to the jumping off place before they 
reach here. And yet there is a young 
gia'nt of a city here on the sands of 
the Ralston, where, between each sun- 
rise and sunset there is $28,000 put 
on the debit side of the ledger of the 
business men to be paid strictly for 
wages. This is at the rate of about
